1. It consists in the execution of the curse, | 
which was pronounced on the earth, at the) 
time of the original apostacy.

PREACHING IN INDIA. 

The Rev. Richard Burton, Missionary of the Eng- 
lish Baptist Missionary Society, gives the following 
account of 

A Visit to the Great Melah, or Fair, at Hajipore. 

I left home, Oct. 23, 1827, in company with 
several Native Brethren, to attend the great 

Melah at Hajipore. The people did not as- 

semble so early as I expected; but we spent 

the intervening time very profitably in the town 
and neighbourhood of Hajipore, addressing 
large crowds every day. On the 30th we were 
joined by Br. Smith and a Native Brother from 

Benares ; and, the assembly having become 

now very large, we had all full employment in 

preaching and distributing Tracts. The Na- 
tive Brethren posted themselves on a small hill 
close by the side of the principal entrance to 

the Melah, where they enjoyed the shade of a

it would have gladdened your heart to listen, 
on the first dawn of morning, to their united 
song of praise ; and to witness, through the 
whole day, the earnestness, the boldness, the 
fervour with which they discoursed to the mul- 
titudes that constantly surrounded them, of the 
riches of Divine Grace as displayed in the Gos- 
pel. I cannot omit mentioning a circumstance, 
which will show with how good a spirit they 
bear the worst treatment. 

On an early day of the Fair, Br. Gaupaul, 
of Monghyr, and!, were discoursing with an 
old Byraggee, esteemed a very holy man ; when 
the Rajah of Batia, the greatest man atthe Me- 
luh, observing us, came and took a seat by our 
side ; attended by about 100 servants, holding 
in their hands long silver wands. He listened 
for some time, and then made some trifling ob- 
jections to what was said: on this, Br. Piebah, 
having just joined us, addressed him at consid- 
erable length, and with great earnestness, which 
he bore very well. ‘To this address Gaupaul 
added a few words, when the Rajah poured 
upon him such a torrent of abuse as I have not 
often heard, saying that he had destroyed his 
own mind by becoming a Christian, and now 
wished to destroy tiie minds ofothers. ** Chris. 
tians,” he said, ** might speak well of their 
own religion, as often as they pleased ; but 
such as you, are a disgrace to your family and 
nation !”’ To all this, Gaupaul mildly replied, 
* O Rajah! | once thought as you do ; but 
now I know that the Lord Jesus Christ is the 
only Saviour.” Gaupaul was once a begging 
dirty Byraggee ; and had the Rajah met him in 
this state, he would have addressed him as his 
father, and made him a salaam ! 

Towards the close of the Melah, the con- 
course was immense. Four hundred thousand 
persons, atleast, were present! After Br. Smith 
arrived, I constantly attended him in his walks 
to different parts of the Fair ; and was equally 
surprised and delighted to observe the earnest 
attention and general approbation with which 
he was ever listened to, by successive crowds : 
once he addressed five large congregations af 
ter sun-set: we could not leave them for our 
boat till midnight: many followed him to the 
different places where he spoke, that they might 
hear him again. Br. Smith 1s a preacher most 
admirably adapted for the Natives: his address 
is simple and pointed, yet figurative ; and he 
never concludes without fully explaiping that 
Only Way of Salvation which is made known 
in the Gospel. 1 should think that he fully ex- 
plained this way, during the Melah, to ten 
thousand attentive hearers ! Oh that the Bles- 
sed Spirit may apply the word with power to 
very many of thew hearts! During the Fair, 
some thousands of Tracts and Gospe!s were dis- 
tributed.

The old man looked with some sur- 
prise at me.—‘** No, Sir! I bave not ’’-—* Well, 
will you have such a harp?” ‘Sir, | should 
like such a harp, but |! never saw one.” ** That 
I believe ; but you may now come into posses- 
sion of one : and I should pity you, if you would 
be content to make a joyful noise during the 
days of your life, and begin to lament and groan 
in despair atthe time of death: the Word of 
God will make you wise to salvation ; and teach 
you a song of praise, not only in the hour of 
death, butin the Day of Judgment.”’ ‘This 
seemed to attract the attention of the old man : 
he sat down and begged ime to explain these 
things—he had never heard of such good things 
before ; and if l ever had a hope of a Heathen 
being a Sincere inquirer, | surely had it of this 
man. I spoke to him nearly two hours, till the 
sun was setting ; and the Brahmins were con- 
tinually looking to the sun, and intimating that 
the time for prayer had come; for the Brah- 
mins treated hin with much respect: he re- 
peatedly said, ‘* Wait a little, let us hear one 
thing more.”” He made some wbjevtions, but 
appeared glad when they were removed. | 
spoke on the necessity of Revelation—the gen- 
uineness and authenticity of the Scriptures—— 
the depravity of human nature--the Atonement 
of Christ--the forgiveness of sins-—and the e- 
ternal existence after death ; explaining the 
terms which I had before made use of. | 
thought he had not heardin vain.

The volumes contain from 530 to 350 pages in- 
cluding the title pages and hymns on the cov- 
ers, which are bound with thetracts. We want 
only 92 pages to complete volume III. and ex- 
pect to add another volume to the series annu- 
ally. 

There have been printed from the plates of 
Society, since Jan. 1. 1828, 428,500 tracts, 
containing 5,442,000 pages, exclusive of 162, 
000 covers containing 648.000 pages. The 
number of pages issued in the same time to de- 
positories, auxiliaries, members, &c. is 4,890, 
600 pp. leaving 1,072,242 pages for future cir- 
culation. Nos. 45 and 55 are equal to seven- 
teen 12 pagetracts. If they had been tracts of 
the ordinary size, the whole number published 
in 1828 would have been 643,500 copies, or 
125.250 more than the whole number published 
before the last annual meeting. The tracts 
printed in 1828, contain 432,000 pages more 
than all published in the four preceding years 
of the Society. The whole number printed 
since its formation is 947,250 tracts, contain. 
ing 10,452,000 pages. 

Our tracts have been sent into nearly all the 
states and territories. More have gone into 
Georgia, Massachusetts, and New York, than 
into any others. ‘The distribution has not been 
near so general as it should, for want of more. 


There are now nearly 1200 Missionaries and 
teachers among the heathen —40 printing pres- 
ses disseminating religious truth—— 100,000 chil- 
dren, recently in heathenism gathered into 
schools !--And what onght to make the heart 
of every Christian burn within him, there are 
about 40,000 converts to the gospel of Jesus, 
many of whom but a few years since were sur- 
rounded with the gross darkness of paganism.

At a Meeting of the ** Board of Managers of the 
Convention of Baptist Churches in the 4 
Connecticut and vicinity,” convened at Mi 
dletown, Dec. 3d, 1828, after taking into con- 
efderation the state of the Christian Secretary 
---on motion, appointed a Committee to report 
a plan of proceeding inregard to the same, and 
the expediency of ratsing $2500 tn stock, who 
reported the following ; which was unanimous- 
ly odopted by the Board. 


The Committee to whom was referred the 
subject of a plan to raise $2500 in stock, for 
the purpose of publishing the Christian Secre- 
tary, and releasing the Convention from the 
care and expense of publishing.the same, re- 
spectfully submit the following Report :-- 

1. hat the said stock be divided into 250 
shares, of 10 dollars each, the holders of which 
shall be styled the Christian Secretary Associ- 
ation. 

®. That one half the amount of stock sub- 
scribed, be paid at the time of subscribing ; and 
for the other half an obligation be given, paya- 
ble when it may be wanted, without interest. 

8. Each person subscribing for stock, shall 
receive a certificate from the Agent obtaining 
the same, of the amount of said stock, which 
certificate may be transferred by notifying the 
publisher of the paper, or the Agent whom the 
Directors may appoint. 

t. Agents shall be forthwith appointed to ob- 
tain subscriptions for the stock. 

5. There shall be a committee of 9 appoint- 
ed annually, to direct the concerns of the said 
Association. 

6. Itis proposed that Rufus Babcock, Jon- 
athan Goodwin, George Mitchell, Benjamin M. 
Hill, Joseph B. Gilbert, Albert Day, George 
Kk. Atwell, Russell Jennings, and Alva Grego- 
rv. be the Directors until the meeting of the 
( ntion in June next, who shall have pow 
er toemploy a Printer, Editor, and Agent, un- 
til the said period. 

7. The onnual Meeting shall be held some. 
time during the session of the Convention in 
June. 

8. A Dividend shall be declared when the 
profits shall amount to 10 per cent.; one half 
of which shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
Baptist Convention for Domestic Missions. 

9. Should the stock be raised, it is proposed 


that this Association assume the pubjication of 


the Christian Secretary at the commencement 
of the next Volume ; provided the Conveytion 
will relinquish the same to them. 

10. Should there be a failure from any cause 
to raise two thousand dollars of the stock, the 
subscription to be void, and the money and ob- 
ligations to be returned to the respective sub- 


scribers. 
11. The paper shall continue to be devoted 


to the interests of the cause of Christ, and the 
particular sentiments of the Baptist denomina- 


tion.

If we had perfect returns, the 
number baptized would, we think, prove to be near 
er forty than twenty-one thousand. The materia s 
ior mbing up this account have indeed been more 
smple than they were la-t year, but still there is 
great deficiency. We have never yet seen the 
minutes ot many of the Asseertions, and have had 
to pat down the numbers the same as they were in 
1625, 1826, or 1827. 


INCORRECT STATEMENTS. 


Itis with deep regret that we frequently observe 
a great want of accuracy in statistical tables of th: 
numbers, &c of Churches and Members of the du 
ferent denomioations of Christians in the Uuited 
States. Only a few weeks since, we exhibited » 
very gross misstatement of this kind, in the annua! 
pamphlet published at Boston, giving a concise view 
of the different denominations of Christians im the 
world. We now observe, ina statistical report by 
Rev. Dr. Ely, of Philadelphia, a like error, though 
of much smaller magnitude. Here fullows his staie- 
meat, which the reader may compare with the ar 
iicle precediog this.

ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSION IN INDIA. 


We have been obligingly furnished, for publica- 
tion in the Secretary, the following 
Extract of a letter from Mrs. Eliza W. Sutton, (formel 
Mrs Coleman) to Mr. H-—— of this State, dated Bal- 
asore, July 11th, 1828. 
“Under the weight of responsibility which 
we sometimes feel, and discouragement at the 
want of success, how cheering is the assurance 
that the friends of the missionary @ayse even 
in America remember us—that thi8 little part 
of that family who are scattered up and down 
in different parts of the heathen world are not 
forgotten by them. Ifyou could but be trans- 
ported here for two or three months at this 
season of the year and see for yourself the 
scenes which we witness, you would want no 
greater excitement to earnestness at the throne 
of grace. We live on the high road to Jug- 
gernaut, and in a few days the annual festival 
of this mighty personage takes place. At all 
seasons of the year, many pilgrims may be seen 
going to, or from, this celebrated shrine of [doi- 
atry, but for some weeks past, thousands have 
been crowding by our doors. Among the vast 
multitude, many of whom have been four or 
five months on their pilgrimage, scenes of sick 
ness and musery are often presented to our 
view, and sometimes prove almost too much 
for our spirits to bear. 
You saw our beloved brother Yates, and he 
probably gave you some information respecting 
the mission in Orissa. But atthe time he lefi 
India our hearts had not been cheered by the | 
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addition of one native. Now, however, we have 
began te experience the blessing promised by the 


has been the longest engaged in the mission, 
had the pleasure to baptize a man by the name 
of Errun in December last. And Mr. Lacey, 
who has been the next longest, baptized one 
by the name of Ghunga Dhor about three 
months ago. He is a Brahmin of respectabili- 
ty and influence and has an excellent capacity 
for preaching the gospel to his countrymen. 
He probably will be soon wholly employed in 
this service. Both himself and Errun meet 
with much persecution on account of their 
change, particularly the former. Being a Brah- 
min he has not been accustomed to do any 
work, and now he can get no one to thatch his 
house, or do.any thing for him. On one cer- 
tain occasion, while he was preaching, some 
Brahmins gave him a severe beating, and we 
understand there is a talk of killing him. His 
influence is evidently feared, but he has the 
Lord on his side, we believe, and who cun harm 
him? His wife also, Mr Lacey writes, ap- 
pears to be under serious impressions, and an- 
other Orissa female besides. ‘Ihe latter lives 
at Cuttack, and Ghunga Dhor and his wife ata 
village about seven miles from there. Cut- 
tack is Brother Lacey's station and by far the 
most flourishing one we have. A small but 
neat chapel has been built there,in which Br. 
L. preaches in English on Lord’s days. Al. 
together, there have been, I think, 15 Europe- 
ans and Country borns baptized and formed into 
a church, and several of the congregation are 
now hopeful inquirers. 

Balasore is 170 miles from Calcutta. The 
town itself is said to contain about 10,000 in- 
habitants, but there are many villages in the 
country and neighborhood containing a numer- 
ous population, and which afford a good field 
for missionary labour. Besides preaching 
often to the natives in Balasore, Mr. Sutton has 
a plan of visiting these villages regularly three or 
four times a week when the weather will ad- 
mit. But though the natives around us have 
heard much of the gospel we are not aware that 
any at present, are affected by its blessed 
truths, but we hope that the light which has be- 
gun to dawn upon this benighted Province will 
extend its rays evento ‘hts part and dispel its 
more than midnight darkness.”’

| =Traneportatem of the Mail onthe Savbath.—As a 
very considerable degree of intérest has been mani- 
‘sted, on the result of the petition for preventing 
he transportation of the Mail on the Lord's day, we 
nsert at length the following report, and are in con- 
sequence compelled to omit some articles prepared 
for this paper. 

In Senate of the United States, Jan. 19.—Mr. John- 
on ot Kentucky made the following report. 


The Committee to whom was referred the several 
petitions on the subject of mails on the Sabbath, or 
the first day of the week, Report: 

That some respite is required from the ordin:ry 
vocations of life, isan established preocip'e, sanction- 
ed by the usages of all nations, whether Christian or 
Pagan. One day in seven has also been determined 
ipon as the proportion of time; and in conformity 
with the wishes of the great majority of citizens of 
this country, the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, has been set apart for that object.— 
the principle has received the sanction of the na- 
tonal legislature, so far as to admit a suspension of 
all public business on that day, except in cases of ab- 
solute necessity, or of great public utility. This prin- 
ctele, the committee would not wish to disturb. If 
aept within its legitimate sphere of action, no injury 
‘an result from its observance. It should, however, 
he kept in mind, that the proper object of goverv- 
ment is, to protect all persons in the enjoyment of 
their religions, as well as civilrights; and not tode 
termine for any, whether they shail esteem one day 
above another, or esteem ali days alike holy. 

We are aware, that a variety of sentiment exists 
amoung the good citizens of this nation, on the subject 
of the Sabbath day; and our government is design- 
ed for the protection of one, as much as for the oth- 
er. The Jews. who, in this country are as free as 
Christians, and entittled to the same protection of 
the laws, derive their obligation to keep the Sabbath 
day from the fourth commandment of their deca- 
logue, and in conformity with that injunction, pay 
religious homage to the seventh day of the week, 
which we call Saturday. One denomination of Chris- 
tians among us, justly celebrated for their piety, and 
certainly as good citizens as aoy other class, agree 
with the Jews in the moral obligation of the Sabbath, 
and observe the sameday. There are also many 
Christians among us who derive vot their obligation 
tv observe the Sabbath from the decalogue, but re- 
gard the Jewish Sabbath as abrogated. From the 
example ot the Apostles of Christ, they bave chosen 
the first day of the week, instead cf that day set apart 
in the decalogue, for their religious devotions.— 
These have generally regarded the observance of 
the day as a devotional exercise, and would not more 
readily enforce it upon others, than they would en- 
force secret prayer or devout meditations. Urging 
the tact that neither their Lord or tis disciples, the’ 
often censured by their accusers for a violation o! 
the Sabbath, ever enjoined its observance, they re- 
gard it asa subject on which every person should be 
tully persuaded in his own mind. and not coerce oth 
ers to act upon his persuasion. Many Christiansa 
gain differ from these, professing to derive their ob 
iygation to observe the Sabbath trom the fourth com 
nandment of the Jewist) decalogne, aod bring the 
example of the Apostles, who appear to bave held 
‘neir public meetings for worship on the first day of 
he week, as authority for so far changing the deca- 
Logue, as to substitute that day for the seventh. The 
Jewish government was a ‘heocracy, which epfor- 
ced religious observances; and though the commit- 
‘ee would hope that no portion ef (he citizens of our 
cwuotry could willingly introduce a syster of reli- 
gious coercion in our civil institutions, the example 
uf other nations should admonish us to watch care- 
fully against its earliest indication.

what are the laws of God. It would involve a legis- 
lative decision in a religious controversy; and on a 
point in which good citizens may honestly differ in 
opinion, without disturbing the peace of society, or 
endangering its liberties. If this principle is once 
introduced, tt will be imposstble to define its bounds. 
Among all the religious persecutions with which al- 
most every page of modern history is stained, no vic- 
tim ever suffered, but for the violation of what gov- 
ernment denominated the law of God. To prevent 
a similar train of evils in this country, the Constitu- 
tion has wisely withheld from our government the 
power of defining the Divine Law. It 1s a right re- 
served to each c:tizen, and while he respects the e- 
qual rights of others, he cannot be held amenable to 
any human tribaual for his conclusions. 

Extendive religious combinations, to effect a po- 
litical object, are, io the opinion of the committee, 
alwaysdangerous. This first effort of the kind, calls 
for the establishment of a principle, which, in the o- 
pinion of the committee, woul! lay the foundation for 
dangerous innovations upon the spirit of the Cousti- 
tution, and upon the religious rights of the citizens. 
If admitted, it _— be justly apprehended, that the 
future measures of government will be strongly mar- 
ked, if not eventually controlled, by the same influ- 
ence. All religious despotism commences by com- 
bination and influence; and when that influence be- 
gin> to operate upon the poluical institutions of a 
country, the c:vil power soon bends under it; and 
the catastrophe of other nations furnishes an awful 
warning of the consequence. 

Under the present regulations of the Post Office 
Department, the rights of conscience are not inva 
ded. Every agent enters voluntarily, and it is pre- 
sumed conscientiously, into the discharge of his du- 
ties, without intermeddling with the conscience of 
another. Post Offices are so regulated, as that but 
a stnall proportion of the first day of the week is re- 
quired to be occupied in official husiness. In the 
transportation of the mail on that day, no one agent 
is ernployed many hours. Religious persons enter 
into the business without violating their own con- 
sciences, Or imposing any restraints upon others.—- 
Passengers in the mail stages are free to rest during 
the first day of the we-k, or to pursue their journeys 
at their own pleasure. While the mail is transport- 
ed on Saturday, the Jew and the Sabbatarian may 
abstain from any agency in carrying it, from consci- 
entious scruples. While it is transported on the first 
day of the week, another class may abstain, from the 
same eligious scruples. The obligation of govern- 
ment is the same to both of these classes; and the 
committee can discover no principle on which the 
tenets of the cne should he more respected than those 
of the other, unless it should be admr‘ted that the 
consciences of the minority are less sacred than those 
of the majority. 

[i is the opinion of the committee, that the subject 
shonld be regarded simply as a question of expedien- 
cy, irrespective of its te oe bearing. In this light 
it has hitherto been considered. Cong’ ess have nev 
er legislated upon the snbject. It rests, as it ever 
has done, in the legal discretion of the Postmaster 
General, under the ed refusal of Congress to 
discontinue the Sabbath Mails. His knowledge and 
judgement in ail the concerns of that department, 
will not be questioned. His intense labors and assi- 
duity have resulted in the highest improvement of 
every branch of his department. It is practised on- 
ly oo the great leading mail routes, and such others 
as are necessary to maintain their connexions. To 
prevent this, would, in the opinion of the committee, 
be productive of immense injury, both in its com- 
mercial, political, and moral bearings.

From the New-York Daily Advertiser. 
LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 
By an arrival at New-York, Liverpocl dates have 
been received to Dec. 16. The following are ex- 
tracts :— 


By all the accounts from the continent of Europe, 
it would seem, that the Russians have been forced 
to raise the siege of Silistria, and to retreat towards 
the Danube. The season is stated to have been ve- 
rp unfavourable, and the weather inclement and se- 
vere. The Grand Seignior is said to be determined 
to prosecute the war with the utmost vigour, and at 
every hazard ; and has given orders for the recap- 
tare of Varna, cost what it may. And if the ac- 
counts are to be relied on, that the Russian garris- 
on consists of only 6000 men, we should think be 
stands a chance at least of accomplishing his object. 
How much dependence is to be placed upon these 
accounts, time will disclose.—There is nothing ofli- 
cial that we have seen from the immediate theatre 
of war. It is therefore not improbable, that a good 
deal of allowance isto made for newspaper and let- 
ter writer speculations. But the fair inference from 
the whole, undoubtedly is, that the condition of 
things on the part of Russia is unfavourable. The 
entire absence of official documents, renders it more 
difficult to form satisfactory conclusions ; and the 
unofficial reports have torun such a gauntlet through 
the regions between Turkey and Great Britain, of 
newspapers, scribblers, stockjobbers, and_politi- 
cians, that they are always to be received with can- 
tion, and scarcely ever credited to their full extent. 

The Earl of Liverpool, so long prime minister af 
Great Britain, aod so much respected tor his integ- 
rity and virtue, died on the 4th of December. 

From the London Courier of Dec, #%th.—De- 
spatches were received at the Colunial Office yes- 
terday from Gibraltar, dated 17th ult. They an- 
nounce the welcome fact, that the troops had re- 
turned to the garrison, and the inhabitants to their 
houses, and that there were no new cases of fever 
The rains had set in.
